When Mrs. Catt concluded, Miss Mor-
gan whistled a solo and was encored,
and then Captain Joe Waters was intro-
duced amid a burst of applause which
was almost continually repeated duringhis address.

Captain Waters several times duringhis address stopped and said: "I am not
in politics this year, and bv the Eternal.
I can say what I please." Ia his speechhe said:

"Long centuries before any of us were
born, influences, powerful as any orator's
now, had taken the stump to defeat this
very amendment.
